The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for wetk ending the 8th October; 1955 relate to 221 
towns with an estimated population of 313714 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 300 and their population is 38*988 
thousands. Thus 74% of the total number of towns 
representing 81% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The number of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 22,108 and 7,913 representing birth 
and death rates of 36*2 and 13*2 per thousand of 
population respectively. 


(a) States ( Part A and C). — The data here relate 
to 201 towns with an estimated population of 28,763 
thousands.
